To the Chairman, 
Board of Selectmen, 
Rindge, N. H. 
Dear Sir: 

In accordance with the terms of an agreement executed 
between the town of Rindge and the New Hampshire Forestry 
Commission, we are submitting a report of White Pine Blister 
Rust Control work performed in your town during 1925. 

As we believe you and your townspeople will be interested 
in knowing more of blister rust, there is enclosed herewith 
two circulars recently issued by the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture and the State Forestry Department. The state publica- 
tion contains a statement of all control work performed from 
1917 to 1924 inelusive. The addition of the 1925 eradication 
work indicates that a total of 1,587,158 acres have been exam- 
ined, and that 19,537,775 currant and gooseberry bushes de- 
stroyed therefrom. 

Since our last report to your town much has been discoy- 
ered, not only throughout this state, but in others as well, in 
connection with the extent of infection on white pines and the 
damage it is capable of causing. In view of these facts, which 
are too numerous to set forth herewith, the department feels 
it would be neglecting its duty if it failed to urge a continuance 
of this work until all the pine areas of your town have received 
equal protection. 

There is attached to this letter a financial report indicating 
the expenditures made in your town during 1925 in the eradica- 
tion of currant and gooseberry bushes. Should there be any

information of special interest to you which is not contained 
in this report, we shall be pleased to further advise you upon 
request.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I submit herewith my eighth annual report, this being the 
twenty-second in the series of union supervision. 

We were able to retain two of the four teachers at the 
close of the last school year, Miss Alice E. Belcher of the West 
Rindge school, and Miss Dolly H. Crane of the Center Primary. 

The Center Grammar school has been the most difficult 
position to fill during the past three years, and it was felt that 
especial attention should be given to the filling of this place. 
After careful consideration of a number of candidates we 
finally secured Mrs. Sarah M. Hoyt to take this school. Mrs. 
Hoyt had previously taught two years in the primary school, 
and our hopes that she would fill the position with credit have 
been entirely justified. The difficulties that the two previous 
teachers had found so hard to deal with seemed to disappear 
immediately when Mrs. Hoyt took charge of the school, and 
the work of the Center Grammar school during the fall term 
has been most satisfactory. 

The East Rindge school, which was taught during the last 
fourteen weeks of the school year 1924-25 by substitutes from 
Keene Normal School was filled by the election of Miss Ethel 
M. Hubbard who substituted five weeks in this school last 
spring. This school has increased in its enrollment from twelve 
pupils two years ago to thirty-one during a part of the fall 
term, with an average membership of 27.79 as compared with 
14.89 last year, and an average attendance of 27.18 as compared 
with 14.4 yast year. 

As all eight grades have been represented in this school it 
ean readily be seen that this has become the most difficult in- 
stead of the easiest school in the district. The work of this 


te 12 
school, however, has been very good, and both teacher and 
pupils have worked hard and faithfully to accomplish the work 
required of them. 


At West Rindge Miss Belcher has had an enrollment of 
twenty-eight pupils, two less than last year, but has had an 
average membership of 25.33, three more than last year. In 
this school all the grades are represented except the second 
and fourth. | 


The enrollment of the Center Primary school is only 
twenty-two as against thirty-three last year, but in this school 
the average membership is larger than last year, being 21.56 
while last year it was 21.29. 

In the Center Grammar school the enrollment for the four 
upper grades is seventeen where it was twenty-one last year, 
but as in the other two schools mentioned, the actual average 
membership is larger than last year, being 16.42 as compared 
with 14.48 for the school year 1924-25. 

The enrollment for the four Rindge schools is, therefore, 
96 or ten smaller than last year, but the average membership 
for the first twelve weeks of the present year has been 91.1 
as compared with 73.15 last year, an increase of eighteen, while 
the average attendance has been 86.78 as compared with 67.11, 
an increase of nineteen, giving a much higher percentage of 
attendance than during the year 1924-25. 

The sessions of the Rindge Center Primary and Grammar 
schools were delayed two weeks at the opening of school after 
the Christmas vacation on account of the mumps, but the 
regular sessions have been held in the schools at West 
Rindge and East Rindge. 

In order to bring the vacation for the Center schools at an 
oppropriate time and not to keep them in session toc late in 
June we have suggested that these two schools have their 
vacation of one week beginning the 19th of March instead of 
the 19th of February, and have no other vacation during the 
rest of the school year. 
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The conditions existing in the schools of this town are 
very satisfactory this year and there is every indication that 
the work outlined in the State Program for the year will be 
accomplished in a creditable manner in all the schools. 

The general expenses for another year are not likely to 
vary materially in the aggregate from those of the present year. 

The amount expended for text books and supplies for the 
present year is smaller than last, due partly to the fact that we 
had a fairly good supply of paper and school supplies on hand 
at the close of last year, and further due to the fact that the 
supply room at the Center has been carefully looked after 
during the present year and no supplies have been lost or 
wasted. 

With ten pupils in the eighth grade it looks as though the 
expense for high school tuition would be higher another year 
than for the present year, especially since the amount allowed 
by the last legislature for this purpose constitutes a consider- 
able increase over what we have been paying. 

It will be necessary, also, for this district to vote on the 
matter of authorizing the school board to execute contracts 
with high schools or academies in adjoining towns outside the 
state in the matter of receiving our pupils into their secondary 
schools. 

In closing I wish to thank the school board, teachers, 
parents, pupils and all who have cooperated in our efforts to 
advance the interests of the Rindge schools during the past 
year.
